You will submit a confidential written report to ny Aide weekly, including 
a digest of the usable information obtained through dictaphone installa¬ 
tions the preceding week. 

Digests of Dictaphone installations and all recordings will be handled as 
"Classified Confidential Matter", and will be stored (for the time being) 
in a secure repository under police Jurisdiction as directed by responsible 
Bureau Chiefs with a confidential report of distribution and disposition 
to my Aide.
